OTTAWA, Aug. 20—“I will 
ask the Ontario legislature to 
enact a law giving the police 
authority to close 4he bank ac- 
counts, seal the deposit vaults 
and generally take protective 
control of the affairs of all in 

position to pay ransom while a 

unified police force trails any 

person kidnapped in future,” Hon. 

Arthur W. Roebuck, Ontario at- 
torney general, stated in an in- 
terview here today. 

Questioned closely on the Labatt 
mystery, Mr. Roebuck politely de- 
clined to give any new casts on that 
case. Nothing would be given out 
until he returned to Toronto, he| 
said. 

“We are anxious to solve the 
Labatt riddle but for the moment 
it can't be solved in the news- 
papers,” the attorney-general said. 
“The press will get the whole story 
soon, I hope.” 

“There are two methods and two 
methods only by which, as_I see it, 
kidnapping can be combatted,” At- 
torney General Roebuck said. “The 
first factor is a much more efficient 
police force, so the likelihood of 
escape by the kidnappers will be 
cut off to the limit of human ability. 
The second factor in successfully 
combatting kidnapping lies in mak- 
ing the business unprofitable. 

“To achieve the latter, the state 
must step in to take protective 
control of the affairs of all those 
whose sympathies can be played on 


by the racketeers, be they relatives 
or friends.”

Is it a normal, healthy pink 

color or is it covered with a white or yellow 

coat? 
One reason that the first 


thing the doctor asks you to 
do to “Stick out your 
Tongue” is that if it is furred 
it will give him a quick clue 
that something is wrong 
Often when illness is coming, 
the tongue tells the tale be- 
fore other symptoms appear. 

The tongue is a fairly 
accufate guage of thé state of 
the alimentary tract and a
